LAKES-T0-GULF CANAL INVOLVED 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 
Springfield, III., Feb. 6.—[Special.}—Revela- 
tions of land grabs as amazing as those 
touching Chicago's lake and river fronts are 
made today in chapter IL” of the Chiper- 
field legislative committee's report. The ex- 
posures today relate to claims made by the 
Wiggins Ferry company to the Mississippi 
river front at East St. Louis and to the gen- 
eral raid made by private interests upon the 
banks of the proposed deep waterway from 
the great lakes to the gulf. 

The report defines East St. Louis ds an in- 
land place for practical transportation pur- 
poses and at the mercy of affiliated railroad 
interests which control all means of access 
from Illinois to St. Louis and the southwest, 

It also holds that the construction of a 
deep waterway depends for its utility on the 
proper protection of the state’s interests 
along the Illinois and the Mississippi from 
Chicago to Cairo. 

Then the report outlines in detail how pri- 
vate interests have grabbed and are in pos- 
session of all that is worth while as dockage 
rights and sites for warehouses and wharves 
all the way from the intersectionof the north 
and south branches of the Chicago river 
down to Cairo. 

Action to Follow Report. 
re A M. Chiperfield, chairman 
of the ¢ommnitted, is out tonight im a state- 
ment in which he says the report will be 
put into the senate and house next Thurs- 
day. 

— Chiperfield expects to introduce the 
report personally in the house, and he has a 
speech prepared which is forecast as a 
thriller. Speaker Adkins says that if pub- 
lished reports of the findings of the Chiper- 
field. committee approximate the true situ- 
ation he believes every resource of the state, 
as represented by the general assembly, 
should be put behind. the report, and that all 
the necessary money should be set aside for 
the committee, the attorney general, or even 
to the governor of Illinois, for the purpose of 
prosecuting alleged illegal claims. 


Everything in Sight Seized. , 

In connection with the report. maps and 
plats are offered to the legislature showing 
that at every river town worth while, be- 
beginning at Joliet, including particularly the 
Dresden Heights dam site of the Economy 
Light and Power company, now in Mtigation, 
Ottawa, Marseilles, Peorla, where the com- 
mittee says the rights of the people have 
been deliberately ignored, Havana, Bearéds- 
town, and so on down the river, the private 
interests have seized upon everything in 
sight. P 

The East St. Louls situation is almost be- 
yond the comprehension of the committee. 
The bridge arbitrarily established by the ter- 


obnoxious to Iilfhois and the committee rec- 
ommends that the governor and the attorney 
general be empowered. directed, and financed 
to proceed to revoke the charter of the Wig- 
gins Ferry company, which the committee 
believes to be unlawfully holding the entire 
river front of East St. Louis. and which for 
all practical purposes, cuts off Illinois from 
transportation facilities across the Missis- 
sippi.

MAYORALTY RACE 


Goes to Primaries as an Inde- 
pendent. Republican Candi- 
date Without-Organiza- 
tion Support. 


MACHINE WORKS TODAY. 


Busse Having Withdrawn, Poli- 
ticians Probably Will Choose 
J. R. Thompson as the 
Standard Bearer, 


8 Busse’s announcement yesterday 
that he would not be a candidate for a re- 
homination at the Republican primaries was 
followed last evening by two declarations of 
candidacy. Just before midnight former 
State Treasurer John F. Smulski iseued a 
sensational statement that he would be in 
the mayoralty race at the primaries. He 
does not expect organisation support. <A 
few hours previously nominating petitions 
for former County Treasurer John R. Thomp- 
son were filed with the election board. 

Lack of advance information regarding 
Mayor Busse’s preference as to his successor, 
it was admitted, left the results of the con- 
ference—to be held by the organization to- 
day—in a state of aviation. 

My ambition to be mayor has been satis- 
ged.“ said Mr. Busse, and under no circum- 
stances will I again be a candidate. My mind 
has been made up for some time. 

“I haven't any choice at this time except 
that he shall be a man on whom the Repub- 
licans can unite. 

“I am an organization man and always 
have been. I believe in organization, and 
politically we cannot do anything without 
organization. I want to see a man nomi- 
nated by the Republicans whom the party 
can support at the pols, and whom the or- 
ganization, on which devolves the work of 
the campaign and of keeping the party in- 
tact, Can assist with all its energy.“ 


Declaration by Smulski. 

Mr. Smulski, in his formal statement of 
candidacy, said: 

For some time past I have been urged 
by the Republicans of my own and neigh- 
boring wards to become a candidate for the 
Republican nomination for mayor. For per- 
sonal and other reasons I have delayed doing 
so until this late hour, but finally have con- 
cluded to become a candidate at the pri- 
maries on Feb, . 

Several excellent men already have an- 
nounced their candidacy, and filed their pet!- 
tions under the new primary law. Mine will 
be filed im due time. 

It i my hope and sincere desire that the 
contest will be conducted in a dignified, 
clean, and gentlemanly manner, and I pledge 
tarselt to abide cheerfully by the decision of 
the Republican voters of this city on pri- 
mary day and loyally support their choice. 
Within @ few days I will announce my 
platform.” 


Will Not Be in Caucus. 

When Mr. Smulski was asked regarding 
his attitude towards today’s meeting of the 
party's executive committee of thirty-five 
members, one from each ward, which was 
called for the purpose of determining the 
organization's position in advance of the 
primaries, he replied that everything he 
wished to say now was expressed in his 
signed declaration. Neither Mr. Smulski nor 
his friends will participate in the organiza- 
tion's deliberations. 

Politicians regarded it as significant that 
Mr. Smulski's statement made no reference to 
today’s meeting of the executive committee. 
but without any “ifs” declared his inten- 
tion of becoming a candidate and filing a pe- 
tition. The document was drawn up after a 
conference with Judge Isadore Himes and 
other friends of Mr. Smulski in the Deneen 
wing. 


Deneen Will Not Be Present. 

Gov. Deneen, who has had kind words to 
say about Smulski, and several of his close 
friends, members of the county committee, 
will not de present at this afternson's gath- 
ering. Among these are Roy O West, who 
represents the Seventh ward, in which lives 
Ald. Charles E. Merriam, whose petition al- 
ready has been filed. 

Thomas J. Healy, another Deneen commit- 
teeman of the Thirtieth ward, said he had a 
ease before Judge Cutting, where his pres- 
ence as an attorney probably will be re- 
quired. Charles W. Vail of the Thirty-sec- 
ond ward also may be absent. Isaac J. 
Bryan of the Twenty-fifth ward may be 
prevented by illness, although James Pease, 
etill recognized as Lake View's Republic- 
an overlord in spite of his efforts to relinquish 
politics, said he thought both Mr. Bryan 
and Committeeman John C. Cannon of the 
Twenty-sixth ward would be present. 


Mayor’s Preference Not Known. 

Mayor Busse remained silent as to his pret- 
erences in today’s meeting. It was said that 
he might vote, at least on the “ start off,” for 
Ald. B. W. Snow, who Is the Seventh ward 
colleague of Ald. Merrtam in the council. 

However. there may be no balloting in the 
committee today, as one proposition will be 
to convene the 1,822 precinct committeemen 
in a convention where the question of 
indorsing a mayoralty choice at the primaries 
may be thrashed out.

For Better Fire Protection, 

. Ald. Taylor’s resolution for a high pressure 
water commission provides that the mayor 
mall appoint a commission to be composed 
of members of the city council, the fire mar- 
shal, the commissioner of public works, a 
hydraulic engineer, and representatives of 
the Building Managers’ association, the Chi- 
cago Association of Commerce, the Chicago 
real estate board, the Chicago board of un- 
derwriters, and such other organizations as 
he may deem advisable, to serve without 
compensation and proceed at once with the 
preparation of plans and of an ordinance 
which will provide for the immediate insta lla - 
tion of a high pressure water system for fire 
protection purposes only, in such district or 
districts as in their judgment they deem prac- 
tical. The expense of installing such system 
or systems to be paid for by a special assess- 
ment levied against the properties protected.“ 

A preamble declared the high pressure wa- 
ter system absolutely essential as a pro- 
tection against a conflagration hazard for 
the protection of life and property, and held 
that, while action upon this subject has been 
delayed pending subway construction, it 
should be taken at once, as the subway sys- 
tem will cover only a small part of the en- 
tire number of streets requiring high press- 
ure water. 

Mayor Busse said he probably will appoint 
the members of the commission at the special 
meeting of the council Friday morning. 


Terms of Electrification Act. 
Accompanying the electrification ordinance 


was an opinion written by Assistant Cor- | 


poration Counsel Haft, in which the city’s 
power to pass and enforce such an ordinance 
was upheld. The city’s rights come under 
Sts police powers to compel the abolition of 
nuisances and to remove all things which 
menace the public health. 

Briefly the ordinance provides: 

That within the city limits all railroads 
shall, after Jan. 1, 1913, propel all cars or 
trains by power other than steam, or in 
manner that will not produce smoke or 
any noxious gases that in juriously affect 
the public health, comfort, or conven- 
dence. 

That a penalty of $200 for every viola- 
tion of the ordinance be assessed against 


the railroad companies, every movement 


of every car or train in the manner pro- 
hibited. being considered d separate of- 
fense.

Two subway plans were submitted for the 
consideration of the city administration yes- 
tercay. 

One is for a high speed subway to extend 
to the north, south and west Hmits of the 
city, with collateral branches to serve all 
the congested districts, the other is for a 


subway to be used merely for the surface 


cars to relieve congestion in the busines dis- 
trict. 

Bion J. Arnold, chief subway engineer of 
the city, is the author at the two plans, 
which were contained in a report made to the 
mayor and local transportation committee, 
and will be considered at an early date. He 
recommended the first plan, with the pro- 
vision that in the beginning it be constructed 
Bo as to accommodate the surface cars, for 
immediate relief of the congestion downtown, 
and later to be extended by degrees, as finan- 
cial and other conditions render it advisable. 


Summary of Two Subway Plans. 
Engineer Arnold has been working on these 
plans for nearly a year and has used a good 
deal of the data previously: procured by the 
subway bureau of the local transportation 
committee. A brief summary of san two 
plans is as follows: | 22 
PLAN 1. 


A comprehensive system starting with a 
nucleus involving a small investment but N 
capable of gradual expansion until the 
system covers the whole city. 

No grade crossings. 

High speed straight line operation with 
few switches and curves. 

Great flexibility and a tendency to en- 
large the business district in three direc- 
tions. 

Operation on two levels, with easy a@c- 

cess for passengers, and the lowest level 
to a i only twenty-eight feet below the 
surface of the street. 

Tota} cost when completed, $54 450,000,

His recommendation for the first plan—the 
high speed subway—was based on the argu- 
ment that if it is constructed in five steps, 
which he ‘outlines, it will accommodate the 


present congestion. later could be used by the 
elevated roads, which would eliminate the 
loop, and Azally could be extended to a high 
speed, comprehensive subway. system cover- 
ing the entire city. 


Companies Could Build It: 

The particular advantage attributed to 
plan 2 is that the city could allow the sur- 
face lines to construct it with their own 
money, for their own exclusive use, or it 
could be constructed jointly’ by the city 
and companies, but it would not interfere 
with the system outlined in plan 1, as it 
is not located under the streets contemplated 
for the high speed subway. 

“If plan 1 is adopted,” said the report, 
“and on the assumption that the first use 
of the subway system will be for the pres- 
ent surface line cars, the following method 
of building the system is recommended: 

First step: In order to accommodate the 
north and south bound surface cars and 
relieve the congestion upon Clark street, 
which is the street midst in need at present | 
of such relief, it would be advisable at first | 
to construct a two track subway so located 
that two additional tracks could be added 
when needed and connect the tracks now 
constructed with the south end of the La 
Salle street tunnel. .

avenue, where entrances will also be pro- 
vided. 

One at Jackson boulevard between 
Clark and La Salle streets, with entrances 
at each end.

Evolution of Underground Way. 
Briefly outlined, the second step will be to 
build a four track subway through State 
streat from Twelfth street to Chicago avenuo 
for the accommodation of the Northwestern 
and South Side elevated trains, and to add 
two tracks to the west side loop already out- 
lined for the accommodation of the Chicago 
and Oak Park and the Metropolitan elevated 
trains, which will enter from pointe on the 
west side, about Sangamon or Peoria streets.

The present width of the discharge channel 
of the Fox river at this point is perhaps 300 
feet and has in all probability been restricted 
by artificial measures 1765 to 200 feet. 

Under normal circumstances no apparent 

damage is done, but in times of flood the dis- 
charge channel ts clogged and obstructed 
and cannot carry off the flood waters, and in 
consequence thereof the water is backed up, 
filling cellars and basements in the immediate 
vicinity.

Champ Clark Champions It. 

Champ Clark championed the agreement 
from the start. Hemoved the indorsement of 
the McCall bill embodying the terms of the 
agreement which is pending in the committee 
on ways and means and made a speech in 
which he dilated upon the virtues of the free 
trade and tariff reductions agreed upon by 
the department of state and the Canadian 
officials. Mr. Clark said the agreement rep- 
resented Democratic ‘ariff policies in the 
main, and he congratulated President Taft 
on taking a step in the direction of adopting 
Democratic principles. It was his opinion that 
the lowering of the tariff wall between this 
country and Canada would result in decreas- 
ing the cost of living, and he thought agricul- 
tural interests would not suffer from the logs 
of protection as they seem to fear. 


Move for Delay Defeated. 

Congreseman Bradley offered an amend- 
ment to the Clark motion providing that the 
whole question of Canadian reciprocity 
should be postponed by this congress and re- 
ferred to the Democratic committee on ways 
and means in the next congress. Those op- 
posed to present action on the measure rallied 
to his support, but the amendment was de- 
feated by a vote of 27 to 80. 

After this many speeches were made, the 
majority of them in favor of the proposition 
and the Clark motion to support the McCall 
bill finally was adopted. 


BRITONS DENOUNCE RECIPROCITY. 

LONDON, Feb. 6.—The proposed reci- 
procity agreement between the United States 
and Canada was denounced today by Lord 
Lansdowne and A. J. Balfour, leaders of the 
opposition respectively in the house of lords 
and the house of commons. 

The launching of the subject on the day 
that parliament assembled suggests that the 
matter may have a conspicuous place in the 
deliberations of the session. 

Lord Landsdowne characterized the agree- 
ment as the most momentous departure in 
the history of Canada and the British em- 
pire.” It meant, he said, a diminution of the 
advantages enjoyed by British trade under 
the preference now given by Canada, and also 
the defiection of wheat supplies to the United 
States. 

„he whole history of the empire is surely 
altered,“ he declared, it the great dominions 
are encouraged to develop not on national 
and imperial lunes but in accordance with 
geographical conditions.“ 

Mr. Balfour referred to the proposed ar- 
rangement on much the same lines as did 
Lord Landsddwne. He said if it was carried 
out it would have the most disastrous conse- 
quences for the future of the empire. For 
vears, he said, Canada had offered trade pret- 
erence to this country, and the British gov- 
ernment deliberately had indicated that noth- 
ing in the way of preference could ere 
in return. Canada therefore could not 
blamed for looking elsewhere.

RAILWAY MAIL IS CENTER 


Saving“ in Department Alleged 
to Be at the Expense of 
Efficiency. 


Washington: D. C., Feb. 6.—[Special.}— 
Complaints of disorganization and unrest in 
the postoffice department continue to come 
to the ears of members of congress, and 
criticisms of the administration of Postmas- 
ter General Hitchcock by Republican lead- 
ers are becoming frequent. 

There are plenty of Democrats and mot a 
few Republicans who believe a congressional 
investigation of the mail carrying system 
would have a salutary effect, but the possi- 
bility of such an inquiry being initiated by 
this congress is extremely remote. 

Senators and representatives began to hear 
of the complaints several weeks ago. It was 
stated Mr. Hitchcock had effected his saving 
of $11,000,000 in the operation of the postal 
system during the fiscal year of 1910 at the 
expense of efficiency. 


Men Forced to Work Overtime. 

It was alleged that in order to swell the 
sum total of the economies Mr. Hitchcock 
hag reduced the number of employés in vart- 
ous divisions to a degree that prevented the 
proper dispatch of the business, except by 
working the remaining men overtime. 

The latest complaints allege demordliza- 
tion in the railway mail force. It has been 
reported that Mr. Hitchcock contemplated 
asking the resignation of Supt. Grant of this 
division of the department, on the ground 
that he is responsible for the disorganiza- 
tion. 

Chief Clerk Weed stated today, however,

65 FEET UP ON STEAMER. 


Five Hundred Steerage Passengers Are
